FACED PRISON TERM 

Dr. Roe was the owner of the 
ew Southern Hotel, director of 
several medical schools, stockhold- 
er and director in some large em- 
balming companies, and was once 
head of the Chicago School of Den- 
tal Surgery. He became involved 
with the government in 1920, as 
the result of sales of liquor at the 
New Southern Hotel. About the 
same time he was sued by Mrs. 
Neva B. Brown, sole heir of the 
late Presijent Henry B. Brown 
of Valparaiso University, who 
sought to force accounting for sev- 
eral thousand dollars of the funds 
of the Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery. Action was still pending 
in this suit when Judge Landis 
sentenced Roe to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment in the Federal peni- 
tentiary at A‘lanta. 

Dr. Roe took an appeal and 
then became very ill at the Plaza 
Hotel. ife was rushed to Lake- 
view hospital, where, according to 
the records, he died, April 27, 1921. 
He left no heirs and his estate 
passed into the hands of the pub- 
lic administrator. 
But when an attempt was made 
to locate the assets only a few 
thousand dollars in stock. could be 
found. 
It was at this time that the ru- 
mor started that the doctor had 
fled with the bulk of his estate and 
a “made-to-order” corpse had been 
substituted. Men who knew him 
intimately assert they have seen 
him in Buenos Aires since his sup- 
posed death. Ii is claimed that the 
body that was »uried was snatched 
from the slab at an embalming 
school. treated with paraffin and 
huried as that of the

and Means Committee today. 
Representative Fordney, Michi- 
gan, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, who returned to 
Washington during the day, de-

fight for the adoption of the 
American valuation plan, as pro- 
vided in the House bill. He said 
that he would carry the issue to 
the House, if the conferees refused 
te accept American valuation. He 
believes the House will uphold his 
position. He indicated that the 
will of the House will govern his 
course. If a majority of the 
House favors the acceptance of 
the foreign valuation basis, as pro- 
vided in the Senate bill, he will 
drop his battle. It is considered 
likely that the valuation issue will 
be settled before the conferees at- 
tempt to decide on rates of duty. 


Mr. Fordney predicted that the 
conferees will complete their work 
in a month and that the bill will 
be on the statute books before the 
election. There are many who 
doubt this. They believe final en- 
actment will be delayed until No- 
vember or December. 

Debate on the bill was begun 
in the Senate on April 20 and has 
continued with few interruptions 
throughout the four months which 
have elapsed since that time. Hear- 
ings were commenced by the House 
Ways and Means Committee on 
Jan. 6, 1921, and the bill was 
passed by the House in July, 1931. 
It was reported to the Senate from 
the Finance Committee on April 11. 

The duties tn the Senate bill are 
higher in many instances than in 
the House bill. Particularly is 
this true in the case of duties on 


standard followed by the House| 
committee. 


While the Senate committee in- 
duties on many manufac- 
tured articles the Senate itself 
reduced a good many. of them. As 
a general proposition the manu- 
facturing industries are not so well 
pleased with the bill as are the 
agricultural interests.

Red's Soviet for. America 
Spells Suffering 
Radicals Fail to Describe 
Russian Hardships 
Socialistic: Ruin 


[This is the eighth of a series of 
articles on the revolutionary ac- 
tivities in this country, particularly 
as they are affecting California. 
“Zero”. for eleven years has been 
an active member of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, and 
for several years has been acting 
as informant for law and order in- 


terests. 
BY “ZERO” 
In all the information that has 
been given out from soviet Russia, 


I have failed to see where any 
writers showed the cause of the 
miseries of the Russian people. And 
this is what I wish to show. In 
a previous article I showed that 
the Reds will not learn their les- 
son from Russia, but are putting 
all their energies to work here in 
the United States for a revolu- 
tion. 

I wish to give a few quotations 
from appeals for help for the starv- 
ing in Russia. While read 
them I want to ask you if 
you want this to hagpen in your 
country. If you do not, act to de- 
stroy radicalism here, for that and 
nothing else is the cause of all 
this trouble in Russia and might 
be here. 


APPEAL FOR STARVING 


One appeal reads this way: 

“Millions in soviet Russia gre 
suffering from hunger and cold;

The first important feature of 
this magic formula is that it con- 
tains twenty letters, correspond- 
ing to the number of cards used 
in the trick.

making ten pairs of letters, just as 


there are ten pairs of cards. The

— of letters appear are all dif- 
erent: M appears in rows 1 and 2; 
U in 1 and 1; T, 1 and 3; 8S, 1 and 
4; N, 2 and 2; O, 2 and 4; E, 2 


In dealing out the gathered pairs 
into the four rows, lay them on 
their proper letters; i. e., lay the 
top card on M of the first row, the 
next on M of the second; the next 
card (the first of the second pair) 
.on the first U, and the next card 
on the second U, and so on, with 
the remaining letters. When the 
system has been learned, throw 
away the paper with the letters 
and lay the cards in the corre- 
sponding positions upon the table, 
imagining the letters as you do so. 

For example, the cards shown in 
the upper left diagram are picked 
up beginning with the six of dia- 
monds and eight of clubs, fol- 
lowed by each pair to the left in 
that row, and then the two pairs 
in the middle row, and the four 
in the upper, from right to left. 
The cardagare then turned over and 
dealt according to formula, which 
brings them as shown in the up- 
per right diagram. The first pair, 
the nine of diamonds and the two

The Details of Shade Making © 
are Easily Mastered. 


Mo? of these papers are stiff enough to 
be used without awire frame. Often all 
that is necessary is a ring at the top for 
the lamp to fit into. Frequently one is 
ealso used at the base to help the paper 
retain its shape. A paper pattern should 
be made first and this used to cut the 
parchment by. 

Designs for the decoration of the shades 
may be taken from Japanese or othe 
stencils, which are for sale at art or 
stationery stores. Realistic or conven- 
tional designs may be copled or adapted 
from those of the curtains, dishes or up- 
holstery. A piece of ordinary drawing pa- 
per is cut the shape and size of the frame 
to be made and the design drawn on th's 
with a soft drawing pencil. If it doesn't 
matter if the design is transferred back- 
ward this paper is turned pencil side 
down on the parchment and the lines -f 
the. design rubbed over with the thumb 
nail, or some smooth, hard object which 
transfers the pencil line on to the parebh- 
ment paper. If the design should face the 
same way on the finished shade as it docs

The idea of the spring cover crop in the 
citrus grove ig a natural outgrowth of the 
investigations of the navel orange June 
drop, conducted by tne College of Agricul- 
ture in 1916 and 1917, and which resulted in 
a tremendous stimulus to the use of cover 
crops in citrus orchards in general, at other 
seasons of year than the winter period. 

. It was early established that the usual sum- 
mer cover crop of cowpeas or beans could 
only occasionally provide a protection to the 
soil against the terrible interior valley heat 
sufficient to materially affect the June drop, 
for the reason that the usual summer cover 
crops available cannot be planted earlier 
than the early part of May, if a satisfactory 
stand is to be secured, which makes it too 
late to protect the trees during the major 
part of the usual June drop period.

ANTA BARBARA.—Rallroad rights-of- 
way through Santa Barbara are aiding 
im crop production. No longer through 
the city, at least, is the land paralleling 
the Southern Pacific given to weeds and 
rocks. Under the attention of househoild- 
ers residing along the railroad, these va- 
cant lands, which comprise a wide strip 
through town, are green with garden truck. 

The company leases these parcels of 
land, between street intersections, for a 
small yearly rental, and now families are 
supplied with fresh vegetables grown there, 
while many even sell a surplus, the reve- 
nue bringing in a neat return. 

Thére are lima beans in some of these 
areas, pumpkins and tomatoes in others, 
while some are out to corn or potatoes. 
Some have been made into general utility 
kitchen gardens. There are others having 
encourage t plant on 
right-of-way because of the obstruction to 
the view at street intersections which 
these eventually develop. 

Many these railroad plots this year 
were put in hay, a fairly good crop being 


harvested. 

The rights-of-way gardens will supply fat 
 @ars of corn for the summer, and in the 
{ ..& from the corn lands pumpkins will be 
gathered. Hay and pumpkins will help 
maintain the family cow. 


One family, consisting of parents and 
eight children, has been obtaining all its 
garden truck from such a plot for the last 
three years, and in addition to supplying 
their own table have sold sufficient vege- 
tables to cause a material reduction in the 
yearly outlay on clothes, school books and 
other essentials, which otherwise would 
have been paid for from the check of the 
family wage earner. This family consid- 
ers itself in luck to have the leasing priv- 
ilege on the railway land. 

Another railroad plot has been bringing 
in money toward a boy’s future college ex- 
penses, and in quite a number of other 
families the railroad right-of-way truck 
garden has been a means toward economy 
and the lengthening out of the Saturday 
night pay check. 

In addition to all this, cultivation of the 
railroad lands has been a means of trans- 
forming what otherwise would be unsightly 
strips of land through the heart of the city 
into attractive bits of farm land.

Another experiment which is being 
watched by the agricultural extension serv: 
ice on Judge Wood's place is one of toj- 
working methods. There is still consid- 
erable doubt in the minds of many people 
whether just as good an orange tree cae 
be grown by budding into the main limbs 
of a lemon tree as by budding into the old 
stock below the bud union. It is con- 
tended by some that an orange tree with 
a lemon trunk will never be as good as 
one with on orange trunk. Roth of these 
methods are being used on Judge Wwod's 
place, and the trees will be watched over a

The experiences of Judge Wood are sim- 
ilar to those of many others in Southern 
California. They show that courage is 
mecessary to grow a citrus grove, and to 
bring it to a productive state.
